Reclenaned Elevator Screenings Are 
Found To Have a High Feeding 
Value 
A series of tests have been made at 
several of the Dominion Agricultural 
Experimental Stations to ascertain 
the value of recleaned elevator screen- 
ings as a feed for hogs. These re- 
cleaned screenings are described in a 
new Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture pamphlet on “Screenings as a 
Feed For Live Stock,” as containing 
about 50 to 70 per cent. of wild buck- } 
wheat, 20 to 40 per cent. broken or 
shrunken wheat, some wild oats, and 
not over 3 per cent. of small weed | 

seeds. 

One experiment conducted at the 
Central Farm at Ottawa, showed that 
finely ground recleaned screenings 
had a high feeding value for hogs. 
They were very much better than 
screenings not recleaned. Jn tests at 
the Brandon Farm the recleaned ele- 
vator screenings gave more rapid 
gains in fattening hogs and a lower 
feed consumption per pound of gain 
than did barley. In experiments at 
the Lennoxville Station, the recleaned 
screenings, when fed alone, compared 
favorably with mixed meal and with 
barley rations. They gave still better 
results, however, when fed in mix- 
tures. Tests at other experimental | 
stations have given similar results, 

In all the tests made at the various 
stations recleaned elevator § screen- 
ings showed a high feeding value, 
comparing favorably with good meal 
mixtures and with single feeds as bar- 
ley, corn and oats, Unusually high 
rates of gain were made with the 
hogs fed screenings, these being ex- 
ceeded only by lots fed on good mea) | 
mixtures. In all cases the screenings | 
were finely ground. The pamphlet 
may be obtained from the Publica- | 
tions Branch, Department of Agricul: | 
ture ,Ottawa.

| Making Fountain Pens 


|Spltting the Nibs Is Most Particular 
Part Of Work 

A visit to a factory where fountain 
| pens are made will prove both instruc- 
|tive and cinating. There, says a 
writer in Tit Bits, you will see long 
|sheets of vulcanite, flattened sheets 
lof burnished gold, and tiny specks of 
| osmiridium or other alloys used for 
pointing pens, all of which are being 
transformed in an incredibly short 
‘space of time into the finished article. 
| The works are divided into two 
main parts—the vulcanite shop and 
{the gold shop, In the latter the nibs 
jare cut out of fiat sheets of gold with 
ja steel die and passed over to the tip- 
ping experts. Tipping or “pointing,” 
{as it is known to the trade, is the 
welding on of tiny pellets of osmiri- 
|dium, or other “pointing” alloys to the 
tops of the nibs to precent them from 
|wearing away, 

| After the points have been welded, 
|the nibs pass through various proces- 
ses, being stamped with the maker's 
name, tempered, curved to the right 
shape ,and polished, Finally, the nibs 
are slit on a whirling copper disc, 
This disc is exceedingly soft, but such 
is the revolving speed it cuts through 
the osmiridium, It needs a very high- 
ly specialized expert to handle this 
machine, for a slip of a thousandth 
of an inch would ruin the nib, 

In the vulcanite ship long sticks of 
hardened rubber are hollowed out 
with delicate lathes and converted in- 
to the barrels of the pens. After the 
nibs have been fitted on, the finished 
article is filled with ink and fastened 
with clamps to an “ink-slinger,”’ This 
is a revolving machine which whirls 
the pen at such a terrific speed that 
it dashes the ink out in streams 
should there be the tinlest leak.

he Great Lakes for a summer 

holiday have no equal. Contrary 
to the generally prevailing opinion 
that the automobile and touring and 
camping are a greater attraction, 
these large bodies of fresh water, 
really inland seas, are holding their 
own, indeed, by those who know it 
is said that they are doing more.

A little later we 
pags the protruding Bruce eninsula, 
then the Manitoulin Islana, the 
home of the Great Spirit, In the dis- 
tance can be seen the blinking light 
of the mariners’ guides, the light- 
houses at Cabot’s Head, Lonely 
Island, the Flower Pots and in the 
further distance ahead, Cove Island, 
the marking point of the entrance 
to Lake Huron. 

These steamships, the ‘‘Keewa- 
tin’, ‘‘Manitoba,” and “Assiniboia” 
of the Canadian Pacific service are 
first-class in every way, and ply 
these inland waters from May 21st. 
to September 28th, The journey 
occupies the better part of _three 
days, with every wave bringing 
further charm and amazement at 
the unfolding beauty of the trip.
